This is the judgment which the whole conntry
bas pussed upon the rumor, which has -_‘:;n'sm"'l no
crodence whutever in ofll ial and  diplomati
eirelea in Washington. There are many reasons
which lead us to believe that it ean be nothing
more that an idle and unfounded aensation,
started, perhaps, as is sugestod In :lvq-_.h‘lul-ﬁ
from Washingion, to test the state of public
oplnion in this country. e

In the first place, such an alliance conld ll|‘rlln't
upon the United Stutes no material injury. The
clvil war establishied the fsct that this country
1s the firet military nation on the face of the
earth, and that it conld maintain its territorinl
Integrity against all who might assail it It
entirely within the bounds of reason to assart
that England, France, and Spain could not sne-
ceed in landing on our shores, or in their
¢olonlal dependencies contiguous to us, a4 mili-
tary force which could seriously imperil us. In
fact, the most formidable drawback under which |
we would lubor would be the very fuct that com-
paratively little of the fighting would be done
on our own soil. Our seabourd cities wonld of |
course be open to the assaults of the enemy: but
botween the difficulties the latter would encounter
in reaching our shores, and our present and
possible applinnces for defense, the whole line
of our coust would be comparatively safe. An
pifective commercial blockade of all our prinei-
pal ports might poesibly ensue, with the certainty
2hat our trading vessels would be driven from
the seas fora time. But we have within the
present decade been subjected, through foreiga
sympathy with the Rebellion, to just such an
inconvenience, and despite it were still able to
conduct to a successful lssue a civil war of the
most glgantie proportions, We can live within
purselves, without the fear of famine, and with-
put sustaining such a prostration of our indus-
gries ns to give rise to any considerable amonnt
of suffering on the part of our laboring classes.
Not an ounce of breadstuffs would be needed
from any foreign country to feed ourpeople; not
o yard of fabrics from beyond the sens would be
required to clothe them. Let the whole world
unite to hem us in, and our resources will be
found sufficient to meet all our necessities for a
much longer period than the united nations of
the earth could afford to maintain the blockade.

While we shonld thus edcape in o great moen-
gure the evils and disusters which are usually
incident to a state of war, the contest would be
nothing more nor less than suicidal on the part of
the nations arrayed against us. The very fact of
the declaration of waragainst us by Great Britain
would be equivalent to the formal annexation of
Canada and the British West Indles: us soon as
8pain announced her intention of entering the
lists, Cuba and Porto Rico would become part
and parcel of our own territory. There would
probably be some fighting on land necessary to
maintain our hold upon these territories, but we
could certainly throw into countries and islands
at our very doors as much of the bone and sinew

is

wonld of course provent any materisl amount of
suffering or a susponsion of the ordinary pur-
suits of their industrinl classes,  But the repub-
liean sentiment In both countries wonldjhe given
 lnstlng Impulse which would prevent the ro-
establishment of the mounrchy in Spain, and
serlonsly endanger the throne of the Bonapartos.
In nelther country would a war with the United
States be more popular than was the sttompt to
set up an empire o Mexico; in noither country
wonld the government recelve the hearty sup-
port of the people; and o hoth countries wounld
dofest abrond renct with vital effect upon the
rovornmaoent nt home.

A survey of the whole fleld thus ahows thnt
nelther Englind, France, nor Spain can afford 1o
goto war with the United States for Imaginary

London announcing that the lultial steps |

of war na nations removed by thousands of miles
from the scene of the conflict, The real contest
would be waged upon the high seas, and within
a month from the declaration of hostile inten-
tions these would be swarming with privatecrs.
Our regular vessels of war would be required
principally for sentinel duty along our shores,
as bolng better aduptod to defensive operations
than vessels not constructed with a specinl view
to warllke operations. But our whole vast mer-
cantile mare, constuntly Incrensed by eaptures
from the cnemy, would be let loose upon the
shipplng of Great Britaln and France, and in the
twinkling of an eye it would vanish. A few
small privatecrs sufficed to drive our own ¢com-

merce from the ocenn during the Rebelllon:
an indefinite multiplication of  such crafi
would make the same havoe with the
commerce of our encmies. France would

not sufler to a VEery groat €x tent in consgquence,
but ruin and consternation wounld stare England
in the fuce. The latter country i= dependent
upon the outside world for o market for her
manufactures, and to a considersble extent for
her supplics of breadstuffs nlso. The destrue-
tion of her foreign commerce, even for a birlef
period, would cause the stoppuge of hier number-
leas mills, would tako the food out of the very
mouthis of the most dangerons and discontented
class of her population, and would bring to-
ﬁcthcr in the streets of London, Munchester, and
Preston an uncontrolluble mob that would dictute
the terms of peace in our behalf,

Moreover, the irish Republic would no lonwer
be u merely disagreenhle and disturbiing drent,
It would assume the proportions of a Jorrible
nightimnre, and T it should wo
become an open=day reallty, the PRIy
of England would be maintained only by such
display of force and auch o draft npon her pe-
gources us would matertully and fatally weaken
her In the contest abroad. A war with the
Upited States would undoubtedly prove a god-
gsend to the Tory party. The vonservative londers
would arouse oll the latent Mglish pride and
stubborn  adherence 1o time-honored  institu-
tlons, by pointing out the dikpstrong conse-
quences of defent In o contest with the greut
proselyting republic of the West, Mr. Glad-

A MoveEMESNT has been commendeed in England
to relieve the distresses of cortuin nnd

the attention of Parlinment, ns
charitable nssociations and trades
The discussions elleited by the varions
gehemes proposed prove, however, thut emigri-
tion which 2 not entirely voluntary and un-
ailded continues to be attended with mnach dinl-
culty, arising, In part, from the unwilllngness
of these whom Great Britain would most gladly
expatriote to leave her shores, and in part from
the diglnelination of the Britlsh colonies to re-
colve emigronts who are in the slightest degree
tainted with pauperism, The guestion Is also
apgitated whether there is not something radi-
cully wrong in the British poor law and soeinl

gvstem, and whether forced oemigration and
u\].‘;m-i-.ui..n from o couantry abounding in
wenlth are not a virtual  coufession  of

injustice or incapacity to discharge n pressing
duty in an honorable manner. The richest no-
tion on the globe is humiliated by the acknow-

ledgment that she cannot maintain her own
paupers, and that she hns no better resource
than to quarter them on other communitics,

especinlly in view of the fact that Ameriean
cities are burdencd not only with their own
poor, but by a large number of the panpers aml
criminals of Europe. We therefore. not
surprised that Lord Overstone deelared in the
House of Lords that *‘the true remedy was in o
wise ndministration of the Poor law,” and that
Great Britain “must surely have resources for
the employment of its able-bodied popilation.”
The traditional policy of England, in referénce
to pauperism and emigration, is based on a false
thicory of political economy. It isas foolish as
it is brutal to assume that the population of the
world increases more rapidly than the means of
providing for their necessities, under a proper
industrinl organization.  Of all the surinee of the
earth searcely one aere ont of o million 15 at this
moment made o8 productive as it would be if it
wis cultivated in the mostekil{nl manner. The
fuet 15 abundantly demonsteated that mechanical
and manufacturing skill more than keeps pace
with the' inerenge of population in increasing
the supply of clothing, honses, furniture,
facilities for truvel, and all artieles essential
to human ecomfort which cun constructed
from raw material,  Modern seience and experi-
ment have shown  that o still sreater field for
expansion is to be found in the neglected fields,
which, abandoned by rude nnd ienorant farmers
becnuse they wonld no longer yield continuous
erops of corn, wheat, or are rendered,
under careful tillage, capabile of producing im-
mense l[ll."lli'litil-\llf froits nnd vesotables, British

agrienlture has beon Immensely improved dor-
ing the Inst hall century, and notwithstanding
the dense population of  the British  isles,
there is little dogbt that if ol their available
territory was woell cultivated ns their
furms, and if their extensive parks were utilized,
they would be under no necessity ol importing
[l:lll].

Rapacity, ignorance, ldleness, o fulse or fatil
industrinl systom, pestilence, a fearful combing-
tion of national misfortunes, or o sellish desive
to sncrifice the intercsts of the many for the
benefit of the few, may oblige any nation which
possesses o lorge number ol inbnbitauts to seck
relief in emigration. Buot this
pecessary in this age, under ordinary cireums-
stanees, i 0 wise and just governmental policy
is combined with popular intelligence, industry,
and patriotism,

Portions of the Bilate of Pennsylvania,
which, thirty years ago. hundreds of persons
emierated every year, beenunse they belieyed
such o resource was considered necessary, ure
pow annually inerensing In population; and,
with the development of diversified Industry.
